The other group was given oral in-' 
struction about Chicago. Then each 
group was quizzed on the subject 
which had been considered. 


After experimenting with various 
classes and various subjects, 'Mr. Hol- 
lis compiled figures to show that those 
students watching the films had learn- 
ed just as much as those who ware 
given oral instruction. 
His conclu- 
sion was that the film plus the instruc- 
tive talk by the teacher, would prove 
much more instructive than the talk 
alone. 
One fact which developed was that 
the youngest pupils could not learn as 
well from the motion pictures as from 
having something told them. 
They 
could not read the subtitles-nor could 
they interpret the things they saw. 


A great ranga ot subjects has been 
taught through, films sent out by the 
department, not only tor the institu- 
tes 'but for club and school work of 
all kinds. This Includes agriculture, 
botany, physiology, geography, engi- 
neering, commerce, industry, history, 
biography and health.*

visual instruction Mr. Hollis believes* 
that the large; claims made for it by 
some of the enthusiasts do more harm 
than good.

sents the amount of butterfat sold in 
North Dakota for several years to 
prove that the three summer months 
are the months of large sale in this 
state. 


"A compilation of data on the but- 


ter-fat marketed by months in North 
Dakota, covering the past several 
years, strikingly illustrates the uneven 
market supply or seasonable produc- 
tion," says Mr. Flint. 
"Considering 


the butter fat marketed throughout 
the average year, as represented by 
100 per cent the, percentage sold each 
month is as follows! 
January, 3.2; 


February, 3.1 ; March, 4.3; April, 5.1;

Fort} 
per cent is produced during the other 
eight months, when less work is> de- 
manded ofc tile larm, and \vhen the 
prices of bifitT are higher. 


The average larger price of the 


eight months of light pioductiun, for 
eleven years has been 14 per cant ac- 
cording to the figures from which Mr. 
Flint preparod his chart. 


A good quality of butter also has the 
advantage in the monl.hs oi light pro- 
duction according to Mr. Flint.
